.Saylnp that the h Btory of any 
country began with lu colonization, 
ilie speaker traced the htstory of 
Western Canada from lia carll&nt 
limes. Hendrlclc Hudson bad been the 
<in!t to ent#r the North West, d^B- 
coverlng }{udKOn Bay m the middle of 
the aeventeentb century. The Com- 
pany of C«ntlemen and Adventurer'H 
of England wa« Incorporated by 
Charles II of Kritrlnnd'* charter In 
HuQ. For 200 ffxt they njla4 the 
eountrj- miiM ul tht- time, Justly and 
fairly. In 1713, by the Pcmb of 
I'trocht, the whole country hod 
leBo'ly corno under British control. 
'I'hey confined tbemaolTee to Hudson 
JSay BhoroB wlille Krench courlors de 
uolK were steadily pushing into the 
' est. A vroup of Montreal men had 
'ounded the North Went Fur Com- 
pany and moaopollzed the fur trad>< 
of the countrj' untU 111 fi-eUnK amons 
its roeroboTB and competition aga nst 
;i ca.uM)d many a bloody MruKglc 
among the early settlers and colonl- 
Kls. Us falstoiT Is too well-known to 
be repeated but it may be noticed 
that it opened up the weet to oolon!- 
:::if on and really funned the HtartliiB 
point of its history. 

The Pilgrim Kathern landed in 
Western Cajiada In 1812, said the 
:-l>caker, and the wedge that would 
f nally aepeiwie Che company frwin 
tfi land was driven by the controli'nt; 
• ili.ctor. Th»- Sorlh \Vet>t Company 
extremely aiitagmnlittlc and did all 
In their power to hinder the new act- 
ri.-1'.s burned tbem out in ISH. In 1821 
\hi! two fur companiee were un'ted 
iiid since then floodc, ïra.s,.*hi.iiipi.-ra, 
:iiiU all kinds of catastrophoh- imcl 
lallod to uproot the settlers. In 

individual coininuntiy codes were 
replaced by the Council Of Asslnl- 
I.O U. The region which had only been 
i'it for fur hunting was well on the 
wiiy to become the granary of the 
world . 

The lucli of iran.'iportauon made 

I ontederation neceasarj' if the coun- 

I I y was to prosper. But through a 

. .lerles of blunders the union of west 
and east wa* accompanied by blood- 
.-ilicd and treacheo'. The old .settlors 
wore entitled to their rest after the-r 
throe score years and ten.'bul bafl^fl. 
of lawloBs. lhai'fbreeds roamed . the 
land, caus'ng BU,ch uneasinoiie that 
rest and peace were impostiiblo. Bad 
fijollng between the wcat and the cast 
waH Impossible to avoid. Their only 
form of rivalry after ihoir earlier dlf-, 
f:cult!cji were moved away was sport. 
x\'o. "big busineus" ' hod come to dis- 
turb their conimorce and they - were 
iiJinost self-suffioient. Tile blunders 
of the govt-rnnient with regards to 
MacKeiulo cuuHCd great trouble and 
aVijapprohension . 

He then dealt with Riel aud ihis 
troubles and went on to say that after 
the dust hod blown awuy the first 
legislaturo of' Manitoba was elected In 
1870. The Manitoba School question 
had gone tu the final court uf appeal 
but little had been done.

If the 
giM were wlial is called "perfect 
obeying strictly the law of Boyle (that 
the product of the preemirb and the 
volume remains : constant) then no 
cooling would take place. Thn experi- 
ment!? of Kelv n iind Joule, however, 
provftl that this was far from being 
tiio case, so that cooling Is both avail- 
able and actually employed. 

In 18»8 tho late Lord nayle^h .>mg 
grated that the expansion .should be 
made to work ajçalnst the veln.i of a 
turbine and in 1»32, after several 
veurs of experiment ng, Claude firet 
Ilquiri«d lUr by compressing it In an 
ordinary oompresned air motor; In 
fact he made' tli« gas io work, and 
thu« took tSie heat out of t.

II ini.ludea a visit to Great Britain, 
I'Vance and Belgium: The Overseas 
KducaUonal l.«a«ue in organiilng this 
visit has endeavored to «orve the dual 
purpose of introducing tho members of 
the party to university life In Great 
Britain and Prance, and to provide 
a travel program of general Interest 
which should mean much to the col- 
lege student. 

The object of the league ia to au- 
slst those engaged hi education to In- 
terpreit Ita purpose l«i the broader 
terma of. human fallowahip and under- 
standing. ,f;It',B««k«.to einphaalie tho 
significance 'attached to citizeiislilp In 
the British Commonwealth of Nations.

The followluR editorial, which ap- 
peared in ycBlerday morning's Ikkuo of 
the Montreal Gazette, and which dis- 
CUBBCB the manuscript proaented to 
the McGill Library MuDcuin by Dr. 
Wood, may be of interest: 

The rare manuscript generously 
given to McOill Library Museum by 
Dr. AVood, and said to be nn ancient 
Arabian treatise upon zoology, is at 
oni'o a prerlouH trrapure iiiul n. pra- 
plilo hint of the vajsl .'itorc of Unow- 
li'flKo Which beloiit;.<: to the lil.slory 
of the Mcdio-Perslan empire, a chron- 
icle and thesaurus too little known in 
the present day. Hy a curious coin- 
cidence this gift comes at a time when 
Rplphany Hea.voii nets most of un mus- 
ing upon the jjualiu fitory concerning 
the "Three WIbp .Men" frnni the Ea.>ft. 
And another Intere.iting point of con- 
tact Ib the fact that this document, 
after slumbering for centuries In the 
dust, was obtained from India. It 
may serve to remind uh th.it far back 
In the human saga of evcnlH Perslann 
luid r.irsee.s were very close UinMiien. 
and still are, alike by blood, training 
and religion. }3ut could this manu- 
script fipoak. what a inarvellous ditty 
it mlcht tell concerning Zarathrusta 
and the flre-woruhlpper.'', and how the 
conreptM they cherished have mingled 
with religious notions of the world 
ever since. Also concerning the high 
tribe of Magian pricHts whom kings of 
.Media made princes of learning in the 
land — a scholarly influence which 
Khaprd at IcaBt three great cmplroH, 
and adown the ages from the days of 
CyaxarcB and CjTUS, of Sophur and 
Artaxerxes, has continued unto our 
own era. Had not Alexander the 
Great In a fit of drunken exallatlOTi or 
Bpleen ordered the burning of I'crHC- 
pollH In the year S30 B.C.. or apaln 
iiari not the library at Constantinople 
been destroyed when that city fell ' In 
UCS'A.D,, we,.mielit .have known more 
fully what Magian .^ihllosaphy really 
meanM and could better eHliin.H'j the 
amailng vitality :ind range of the 
literary movement to which this dt/cu- 
mcnt belongs. As matters now Mtand, 
however, there is ample evidence that 
these ancient people were acquainted 
with poetry, philosophy, mathotnatlcs, 
aatronomy, medicine, and historical re- 
Hcurch: and in literature and science 
poBsesBcd a fund of knowledge, and 
exerted for long ages a sway that ren- 
ders Arabian influence in tjtese res- 
pcciB comparable to that of the Greek 
nation itself. 

The Arabs conquered r larger world 
than did Alexander the Great. They 
raised up the wisdom of Ilelias from 
till: de8d.;j.iThey taught BohI and West 
tilt- golden airt of ««ong, and stood at 
the cradle of modern science. "During 
"the drought of the Middle Ages the 
'"Arab intellect wojj active." So' saye 
Professor Tyndttll. To them the world 
owes such seats of learning us Cor- 
dova, Seville, KiiragoHHa, (îraniida, 
Toledo, all off-«hoot8 of the "House 
of Knowledge" at Bagdad, where, when 
clvlllzatiun was most obscure in lùv- 
rope, caraviu) loads of books were im- 
ported by the folk In this capital. The 
libraries situate at Cairo and Cordova 
became famous throughout tlie known 
world. The FailmltcB African library 
is Bald to have contained a hundred 
thousand books, and those gathered 
by the Omuyuds in Spain to have 
numbered six hundred thousand, 
whilst no leSH than seventy libraries 
wort- to be foTjnd in ilie rlilen of Anda- 
luala. i'crhups human history has no 
more striking contrast than the atti- 
tude of the Christians and Arabs to- 
wards learning during the Middle 
Ages. The Caliphs encouraged bclen- 
llflc research. Characteristic Ib the 
Hlory about Alniunsur, who asked for 
no spoils of battle other than copies 
of Greek authors. The manuscripts 
Arabs QoUccted and guurdloncd were 
afterwards translated In the monas- 
teries about Athos and the Aegeun, 
and iliurc is the best of reasons for 
tracing the renaissance of letters 
which in the ninth century dlstln- 
gulBhed the Byzantine Empire to an 
Arabian source. 

Ii was an Arab, Al Kliwarizmi, who 
Introduced our numerals from the 
East. Albalegnlus Ixom been called the 
greatest astronomer between the time 
of Hipparchus and the Copornian era. 
Al Hosson anticipated the teachings of 
Gulle,o and Newton. Jt would bo easy 
to construe for the notice a ilall of 
Fume from Arabian unnalu, showing 
the skill and rudltlon ot these magi 
who by their imperishable gifts have 
enriched the world. And amongst them 
we uiglht Include our friend Omar 
Khayyam, liiinself one of the Suflst 
pundits of whom it is told he studied 
the metaphysics of Avlcenna, and ex- 
pounded the healing virtue for the 
world's Ills In the four-fold terms of 
life, love, light and law.

There's n picture showing ' at the 
big Shubert house this week that Is 
worth one's while seeing— the film 
version of Edmond Kontrand's Inimcir- 
tal iDiiiancP, Cyrano de Bergerac. 

Two things stand out In this pio- 
turization of the famous French pjay 
—Pierre Magnlor and the finely toned 
techni-colqr, the new system of photo- 
graphing natural colors for the screen. 
Throughout the entire two and a half 
hours, one views the action In com- 
plete hues and hiies that meet the 
eye with a softness that might aeem 
unattainable tor the silver sheet. 

M. Magnlcr plays Cyrano with all 
the force- and power that ha-s made 
him fainouH on the speaking stage 
in that role, white he Is rindeed ably 
supported by Mm# Llndey Moglla as 
the beautiful and senllmentul Roxane. 

Jt Is unnecessary , or .should bo so. 
to go Into deallM regarding the love 
Htory i.f Cyiano and Itoxane. Suffice 
It to say that the film version seldom 
departs from the original play, except 
where the wonderful ncopo of screen 
photography permits of going Into 
BlupendouH outdoor seta which are 
really an achievement.

CONVOCATION HISTORY 

Convocation was once called tho 
Universal ohapel and attendance was 
compulsory to all students except 
those who were excused for religlotiH 
reasons. ~ Members of the faculty wore 
also required to attend unless they 
wore excused by the President. 

The exercise began each morning 
with a roll call. Tho .absentees were 
marked and must report to tho presi- 
dent. 

There was a diffcrcn'co of opinion 
among the nulholtlcs as to tho pro- 
priety of compulsory attendance. Fin- 
ally some one called attention to the 
fact that compulsory attondance at 
any religious services was unconatitu- 
tlonal, iind the law students Immedi- 
ately ^thcatcncd to take the matter to 
the courts. 

Klnally a compromise wa,s effected. 
The exercises w.o-s divided Into two 
classes: the sucular and the religious 
All students were required to be pres- 
ent for roll-call and announcements 
then they were allowed to leave when 
the religious services h«!gan. This did 
not work for most of the tlnio the 
while .student body would leave after 
roll-call. 

It was now necessary to make the 
chapel attractive in order to entice tho 
students. First, it wius iiecessery to 
fix the time. The. early morning hour 
was unsatisfactory, for no student 
would como to college before he had a 
clMB merely, to attend chapel. The 
time wan changed to 11 o'clock, and 
a recess wos givon for ' the exercise. 
Still they did nut come, for those 
wliose work was over for the morning 
went homo. 

"SpclttI featu|inB" such as muH'c aniti 
readings woro put on the program 
.as a. luro, 1/ut good i.aienl was hard to 
get and the "special features" became 
the "joke" of the c:i.iiiptia. 

'I'ho sinking of popular songs and 
tho giv'ng of collego yells were trlwl 
"I'lio result was n success only as far 
its noise went. 

A cniirac of .short lectures on the 
Bible was then given in connection 
with the roltglouN exercises. Students 
who enrolled for .the chapel lectures 
and kept up with the asslgnmontH 
were given credit, for onu-third of a 
course each quarter of the year. This 
wa« rather populai- at first, but no 
student wont to chapel except for tho 
credit. The attendance of the profes- 
Murs fell off entirely. Thu President 
would dro]) in occasionally. 

Today studentH have nomothing en- 
tirely new In Convocation. But tho 
Iiroblem of attondance rcmain.i unsolv- 
ed. How can anybody make a chapel 
exorcise Intoreatlng'f ' The perplexity 
secmH to belong In a class with those 
other ancient "stumpers." How got 
porpcluui motion'/ How old Is Ann?
